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REPORT  OF  TRUSTEES  OF  PUBLIC  LIBRARY 
For  The  Year  Ending,  Jan.  31,  1924 


The  Trustees  of  the  Public  Library  would  submit 
the  following  report: 

The  Library  has  been  patronized  about  as  usual 
for  the  past  year;  as  will  be  seen  by  the  report,  the 
largest  percentage  of  books  taken  out  have  been  in 
the  class  of  Fiction  and  largely  of  late  publication. 
While  this  is  the  record  of  most  public  libraries,  it 
is  to  be  deplored  that  a  larger  number  of  books  of 
so-called  solid  reading,  such  as  History,  Biography, 
Travels  and  others  were  not  more  generally  called 
for.     We  desire  particularly  at  this  time  to  call  at- 
tention to  the  urgent  need  of  a  card  catalogue  system 
for  the  use  of  the  Library.    Since  the  commencement 
of  this  institution,  over  thirty  years  ago,  the  number 
of  volumes  has,  in  the  nature  of  things,  increased.    A 
catalogue  was  published  in  1908  and  but  a  compara- 
tively few  have  ever  been  distributed;  for  the  past 
fourteen  years,  many  volumes  have  been  added,  and 
the  lists  published  in  the  annual  reports.     To  get  at 
any  particular  book  is  quite  a  task  for  the  Librarian 
or  anyone  else.     We  would  suggest  therefore,  that 
the  town,  at  its  next  annual  meeting,  make  a  special 
appropriation  for  the  installation  of  a  card  catalogue 
system  to  procure  a  cabinet  and  cards  for  the  same. 
We  think  we  can  safely  assume  that  volunteer  ser- 
vice will  attend  to  the  Clerical  work  without  charge. 
We   would   also   acknowledge*,  the   gift   of  nine 
books  from  donor  or  donors  whose  names  are  with- 
held; also  the  receipt  of  the  address  of  Judge  Snow 
at  the  Tercentenary  Celebration  of  Portsmouth,  N.  H. 
from  H.  H.  Metcalf,  Esq.
